The lire 
resulted from a duftciive furiiuce in the 
basement. 


The awful tragedy occurred in (he 


public school of North Colliuwood, ten 
miles cast of this city. One hundred 
aiid sixty corpses are in the morgue at 
Colllnwood. six children are still un- 
accounted for, and all the hospitals and 
houses for two miles mound contain 
nunil>ers of children, some fatally, and 
many less seriously injured. 


All of the victims'were between the 


ages of (> and 14 years. The school con- 
tained between yiO and 325 pupils, and 
of this entire number only nbont eighty 
ere known to have left the building un- 
hurt. 
It will be several days before 


the aelual number of killed is known, 


Doors Opened Inward 


The schoolhoiiKe was of hrick, two 


stories and an attic in height, contaln- 
!mj nine rooms. The number of pupils 
•was more than normally larjre, and the 
smaller children had been placed in the 
upper part of the building. There was 
hut one lire escape, atul that \vasiu the 
rear of the l>nildiii:r. There were two 
stairways, one leading to a 
door in 


front and the other to a door In the rear. 
Both of these doors opened inwFird,-and 
it is claimed the rear door was locked 
as well. 


\Vhen the flames were discovered the 


teachers, who thiouyliout seem to inive 
acted \vith courage and self-possession 
and lo have struggled heroically for the 
safety of (heir pupils, marshaled the 
little ones into column fortlie"liredrill" 
H'hich Ihcjr had often practiced. 


Unfortunately the line of march in 


this e-\e.rcise' had always led 
lo the 


front door and the children had 
not 


been trained to seek any other 
exit. 


The lire came from a furnace situated 
directly under this part of the building. 


, Penned In Death Trap 


When the little ones reached the foot 


of the stairs they found the flames close 
nnon them, and so swift a rush was 
mado for (he door that in an inslanta 
tightly packed mass of children 
was 


piled1 up against it. From that second 
none of these who were upon any por- 
tion of the first flight of stairs had 
a 


chance for their, lives. Thechiidreu'at 
the foot of the stairs attempted to tight 
their way. back to the 
floors above", 


while those who were coming down 
shoved them mercilessly back into the 
flames below. 


In an iiisl/int there was a 
frightful 


panic, wilh '200 of the pupils fighting 
for their lives. Most of those who were 
killed died here. The greater part of 
those who escaped managed to turn 
.back and reached the fire escape and the 
windows in the roar. 


What happened nt the foot of (hat 


first flight of stairs will never be known, 
for all of those who were caught In the 
full fury of the panic were killed. After 
the flames had died away, however, a 
huge heap of little bodies told the talc 
as well as anybody wfi\ to know it. 
. Building Destroyed In Half Hour 


The Unities spread with such terrllic 


raphllfy that within 
thirty 
minutes 


from the time the fire wns discovered 
the sohoolhoiifc was nothing but a few 
blackened walls surrounding a cellar 
filled with corpses and debris. 


The firemen dashed into [he blazing 


wreckage and with rakos, forks, shovels 
and their bare hands worked in the 
most frantic manner witli the hope of 
saving a few more lives. They were un- 
successful: for none was laken out alive 
from the ruins rffler the lloors collapsed, 
fragment;- of incinerated limbs, skulls 
and bones were found almost at every 
(urn, and (hose wore piled together in a 
little heap at one side of the biilidlng. 
i 


The great majority 
of 
the 
little 


bodies that were lakeu from the ruins 
were burned beyond all possible recog- 
nition. 
And It Is no small part of (he 


sorrow which Is hearing down (he peo- 
ple of North Collinwootl thai positive 
Identification of many of Hie children 
will never be made. 


Statement of the Janitor 


Various uncontirmcd statements ore 


made as to (he cause of the fire, and U 
(3 elated also that.the doors of the 
building had been locked at (ho front 
entrance, while bnt one door of the rear 
entry,was unfastened.- The Janitor, 
Fritz Hertor, himself bereaved of three 
cilWren, sn.vs Hie doors were open, ac- 
cording lo custom. At any'rate, tht 
congestion of fleeing children in 
Hie 


lwllw«y below effectually barred tne 
ivnj, and the little ones went to Ihelr 
d««(h totally unable loovndo the flames

Miss Catherine Weller, one of the 


nine teachers lu the school, lost her life 
In • vain effort to mandml the pupils of 
her class and lead them to safety. She 
died In the crush at (lie rear door. Her 
room was on the second Boor and when 
the lire ahtrm sounded she marched her 
pupils out into the hall, thinking It was 
only a flre drill. 
There the truth 


dawned upon both Irueher and pupils 
and 'control was lost. The children, in 
their frenzy, plunged into the 
strug- 


gling mass ahead of them. Miss Weiler 
attempted lo stem the rush, bill went 
down under It. and her body was found 
an hour Inter piled high with those of 
her pupils. Miss l'*ish, another teacher, 
was taken out alive, bnt site* cannot live 


Floors Crashed Into Basement 


linrnlng through (he cross-supjiorts 


of the first lloor, the Jhtmes passed up. 
ward nndl all Ihreo floors crashed into 
a smoldering pile into the basement. 
After the fire had practically burned 
Itself out the w ork of rescuing the bodies 
was begun. The J.ake Shore Railroad 
company turned over one of its build- 
ings nearby to be used as a temporary 
morgue, mid thither the charred and 
broken little bodies were removed as 
fast as they could lie dug from 
the 


ruins. 
Within five hours practically all 


had been recovered. 


They were, placed In rows in the I^ike 


Shore shop. Identifications were made 
only by means of elolhing or trinkets. 
The fire had swept away nearly all re- 
semblance to human features lu the ma- 
jority of Instances. Distracted parents 
soon begun to gather and the work of 
Identifying the blackened and mangled 
corpses was commenced. 


A Task of Horror 


The gruesome tusk of taking out the 


blackened trunks and bits of human re- 
mains was one of horror. A line of res- 
cuers was formed, hacked by half a 
dozen ambulances. As the bodies were 
untangled from the debris they were 
passed-along to the 
stretchers and 


thence loaded in the ambulances. Mer- 
cifully covered with blankets, the pi(i- 
fnl sights were veiled from the crowd 
of curious that stretched about (he en- 
trance to Hie structure. 
As List as a 


load was obtained U was driven away 
to tiie improvised morgue, to be suc- 
ceeded by another within a short time. 


The sights of (be human charnel- 


house caused the men delving into the 
.mass of burned llesh to hesitate, 
tint 


the work had lo bedoneanddoneqmck- 
ly, so their feelings had to be smothered 
for the time being as they tenderly han- 
dled all that was mortal of the little lots. 


At (h_e temporary inorgnp the scenes 


became fourfold in their intensity of 
human suffering as fathers, mothers, 
brotliers and sisters passed up and down 
the lines formed of JGO corpses. 
To 


facilitate Identification the bodies were 
numbered as they were received at the 
morgue. 


The first identification was made by 


the mother of Nels and Tommy Thomp- 
son,.ngcd 0 and 0 years, respectively. 
The heads and arms had been burned 
from both bodies, but (lie mother recog- 
nized the shoes on her children's ftTet. 


Aiid so the,disheartening work went 


on, accentuated now an* then by a 
piercing shriek'or plaiullve moan us a 
loved one was recognized by clothing or 
token, such as ring or necklace. 


Needless Sacrifice of Lives 


The statement that the back door of 


the building was locked was made by 
Walter C. Kelley, editor of tiie sporting 
department of the Cleveland Leader, 
two of whose children were killed. 


As soon as the alarm wns given, Mrs. 


Kelley ran from her home, which is not 
far from the schoolhouse, to Hie burn- 
ing building. The front portion of the 
structure was a uinss of flames and, 
frenzied by the screams of the (ighling 
and dying children which reached'her 
from the death trap at the foot of the 
first flight of- stairs, and behind that 
closed door, Mrs. Kelley ran to the rear, 
hoping to effect an entrance there and 
save her children. She w.-is Joined by. a 
man wiiose name is not known, and Hie 
two lugged and pulled frantically at (he 
door. 


They were nnablc (o move it in Hie 


slighlest, and there was nothing at hand 
by which they could hope lo breal; it 
down. 
In utter despair of saving'any 


of the children, they t timed their atlen- 
t;on to the windows, and by smashing 
some of Ihtsu I hey managed to save a 
few of the pupils. 


"Tlie.v could have saved many more," 


said Kelley, "if the door had not been 
locked. 
Nobody knows how many of 


the children might have made their way 
out if flic door had not been locked."
